PASSES AWAY. 


The Most Liberal Benefactor of 


Gettysburg College Snccombs 


After a Brief Illness. 


Philip H. Glatfelter of Spring Grove, 


York Co., and one of the best friends, 
if not the beet, that Gettysburg College 
ever had, died on last Thursday after- 
noon after a brief illness, lacking one 
month of being 70 years of age. 
The 


week before he had gone to transact 
business in Philadelphia, and became 
suddenly ill in city with what seemed 
to be an attack of vertigo. 
He re- 


turned home at once and wae so ill 
that he wae required to take hie bed 
and his condition rapidly grew woree. 
It wae a general break down ending 
in congeetion of the brain. 


He was York county's richest citi- 


zen and had done a magnificent work 
in the development of that county. 
He wae born In York Co. in 1837 and 
grew to manhood on his father's farm 
there, aiding in its cultivation until he 
reached the age of 20 and was early 
trained to the habits of industry and 
enterprise, making bis whole career ae 
one of the ablest manufacturers i n 
Pennsylvania. 


Jn 1857 he became an employee of 


Loucke and Hoffman at Paper Mills, 
Md. He learned the art of paper 
making in all its phases. In 1863 he 
purchased the Spring Grove paper 
mill for $ 14,000. Its capacity then was 
1500 pounds of paper a day, and by 
1868 it had been increased to 4000. In 
1874 he began the erection of buildings 


tions to the traveling public, ami it 
wae through him that Spring Wrove 
to-day contains tiu licensed house fur 
the (-ale of intoxicating liquors. 


Mr. Glatfelter's generosity has uot 


been confined to hie native town, and 
Gettysburg College has been the re- 
cipient of hie gifts, until to-day he 
stands as the largest benefactor the 
college has ever had. Hie gifts would 
total over $50,000. 
When the n e w 


Recitation Hall wae propoeed by Pres- 
ident McKnight he made the building 
a certain ity with a gift of $20,000. Thie 
wae added to later. The college needs 
a l w a y e found a ready and willing 
friend in him, and to the effort to raise 
a large fund during the last year he 
became a $10,000 contributor. He had 
been for many years a member of the 
Board of Trustees of Gettysburg Col- 
lege and hie advice and help wae in- 
valuable. 


A widow, one eon and three daugh- 


ters survive, \V. L. Ulatfelter, Misses 
M. I. and L. Roinaine Glatfelter, of 
Spring Grove, and Mrs. C. E. Moul, of 
Hanover. The funeral tooK place on 
Monday morning at hie home a t

erations when hie death was announc- 
ed and did not resume until after the 
funeral.

adelpbia "Ledger, needed in 1887 a roll 
of paper 94 inches wide for two of the 
large perfecting presses he had install- 
ed, he found that the Spring Grove 
mill was the only manufacturing plant 
in the country that could furnish this 
width roll and for years he supplied 
the tpaper required for the Philadel- 
phia "Ledger" as well as for many 
other newspapers in Pennsylvania and 
Maryland. Later he discontinued 
making paper for newspapers and be- 
gan to make book, lithograph and 
blank book paper for which his mills 
have become famous all over the coun- 
try. 


The cost of the mill erected in 1874 


was $200,000. Improvements followed 
one another until the immense plant 
of to-day, covering five acres, is valued 
at f700,000. The process of making 
paper at this plant is completed from 
the raw material in three days. Dur- 
ing the past years the plant has been 
a n n u a l l y transacting over $800,000 
worth of business and tne yearly 'dis- 
bursements to employees is over $125,- 
000. 
The paper is sold in every section 


of this country, Urge quantities being 
furnished to the government printing 
office at Washington, and daily capac- 
ity of the plant is now 90,000 pounds. 


In 1906 the plant was incorporated 


as the P. H. Glatfelter Company with 
a capital of f 1.000,000, the entire stock 
being owned by P. H. Ulatfelter, his 
son W. L. Glatfelter and his son-in- 
law, C. £. Moul. 


In 1891 Mr. Glatfelter became presi- 


dent and principal owner of the York 
Manufacturing Co., with a capital of 
$100,000. Under his genius for man- 
agement the plant was developed un 
til to-day the plant of this company is 
worth $2,000,000. its annual business 
runs into the millions and over a half 
million goes annually to its 1000 em- 
ployees in wages.

The "Catalpa Speciosa" from the 


Wabash Valley, is the name of the 
new rapid growing timber. Mr. Ham- 
mers last winter secured a quantity 
of seed and planted the same in May, 
and to-day he has at least six thousand 
young trees about 6 in. in height. The 
railroads have invested millions in 
trees and land growing this timber for 
the future for railroad ties. "The 
Editor of Arboriculture of Ind., sayi 
that this timber will grow iu six yean 
large enough for posts and rails, and 
that they will last from 75 to 85 years 
exposed to any kind of weather. 


The Indianapolis Star of Feb. 11 


1906 says that the American system of 
railways in that State planted one 
million "Catalpa" trees, and the farm- 
ers that many more.

They would rather waste dollar* 
worth of strength and energy doing 
things in the old way or iu any old 
way rather than adopt up-to-date 
methods and therebv conserve energy 
tor what must be done. 


The idea of Gettysburg doing noth- 


ing to exploite its own interest is al- 
most bevond belief and the stranger 
mumbling into the place and seeing 
the great thing we have here which 
we are doing nothing to develop looks 
upon us in wonder and amazement. 
He says we have a gold mine all about 
us and when he sees ue smile over bis 
enthusiasm he again wonders whether 
the town hasn't softening of the brain. 


Now, the exploiting of a town ife 


uothing new, it has been intelligently 
aud successfully done many times. Jt 
would only be something new for Get- 
tysburg. The strangest thing is that 
when the tourage business is the great- 
est industry of the place that it hat> 
never been gone after like a business, 
but only enjoyed like a godsend. 


On the other hand there is Atlantic 


City aud last year over £10,000 was 
spent to exploit the place. If the tour- 
ist passed it by it would die. but to 
prevent either that or any attack of 
dry rot, the bubiness men there orga- 
nized for life and business. 
They 


went after conventions and secured for 
1907 twenty-eight of them. They had 
a representative on the ground when 
the time came for conventions and or- 
ganizations to vote lor a place of meet- 
ing in the following year. They dis- 
tributed 50,000 booklets in 1907 about 
the resort. 


Another retort, a mountain resort of 


2,000 inhabitants, in the Catskille, re- 
cently successfully advertised itself.' 
Sixty of the business men put up the 
money unconditionally tor a commit- 
tee of six to spend and the results were 
far reaching and good beyond expecta- 
tion. 


They first resolved that "prosperity 


breeds prosperity" and went to work 
to cut out hard luck talk. Then large 
quantities of cards were secured giving 
a pretty picture of the place or some 
surrounding scenery with some de- 
scription, urging that the place be 
visited. Every business man was pro- 
vided with these cards and every let- 
ter that went out of that town con- 


card urging tourage to the 


town> 


Other cards were prepared telling of 


the advantages of the town as a place 
of residence and as a business town 
•nd distributed to those living near 
tbe place, who ought to be coming 
there to do their trading, to get their 
schooling, etc. 


The league decided upon a bargain 


week and every merchant was urged 
to arrange special bargains for that 
week and the week was specially ad- 
vertised in all the surrounding country 
and was a great success.

•nd its attractions and was scattered 
over a large territory.

New Law on Sale of Feeding Stuffs. 


Au act passed by the General Aa 


seuibly at last session and approved 
by the Governor on the 28th of May, 
190"',naake8 some important changes in 
the law regulating the sale of feeding 
stuffs within the State. It provides 
that wheat and rye bran and mid- 
dlings, or any mixture thereof, except 
when sold at tbe mill where made, 
must be accompanied by the name 
and address of the manufacturer and 
a guarantee that the same is pure. 
Mixed feeds, except chop made by 
grinding,and all condimeutal feeds 
must be accompanied by the name 
aud address of tbe manufacturer and 
a statement of their protein aud fat 
content, and also a statement of the 
several ingredients of which the mix- 
ture is com posed. The minimum pen- 
alty for violating auy of the provisions 
of the feeding stuff» law is raised from 
£50.00 to $100.00. An act to regulate 
the sale of Paris Green, providing for 
tbe collection and analysis of same and 
ot the punishment of frauds in the sale 
and manufacture theory, was also 
passed which was approved by the 
Governor on the 2Wh day of May, 1907. 


The Secretary of Agriculture who is 


charged with the enforcement of these 
acts will be glad to send copies of the 
same to any person who will write for 
them.

AN ORDINANCE 


TO AMEND SECTION FIVK OF AN OR- 
DINANDCE ENTITLED "AN ORDIN- 
ANCE BE3ULAT1NG TOE GRADING, 
OUTTERtNi*. CURBING AND REPAIR- 
ING OF SIDE OR FOOT-WALKS," AP- 
PROVED THE FOURTH DAY OF AUG. 
A. D., W05. 
Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
tbe Burgess and Towc Council of tbe Bor- 
ough of Getty sou IK. and it is hereby o'dalned 
and enacted by the authority of the same, 
thai section Ove of an ordinance, entitled 
"An ordinance regulating the grading, gut- 
tering, curbing and repairing of side or foot- 
walks," approved the Fourth day of August, 
A. D.. 1905. which reads as follows: 
"Sections. The width of tbe pavemtnts, 
aide or foot-walks from the building Une to 
the curb Une on each side ot all streets shall 
be according to the width of the street and 
as follows: On streets eighty feet in width, 
twelve feet; on streets sixty-six feet in width 
eleven feet and on streets fifty feet la width, 
nine feet. Provided that in front of unim- 
proved lots and on such lots where the build- 
ing seta back so that n porch, steps or other 
portion of the building projects beyond the 
building line, the pavement may be six feet 
in width and laid next to the curb. And 
provided 'art her that in the built-up portions 
of the Borough, the Council may require the 
pavements in front of such lots to be laid tbe 
rail width," shall be amended to read as fol- 
lows: 
ttectionS. The width of tbe pavements, 
side or foot-walks from the building line to 
tbe curb Une on each side of all streets shall 
be according to tbe width of the street and 
as follows: On streets eighty feet in width, 
s-xteen feet, six feet of pavement shall be 
laid in the middle of the said sixteen feet 
and the nve feet on each side of toe six feet 
of laid pavement shall be kept in grass; on 
streets sixty-six feet in width, eleven feet, 
and on streets fifty feet in width, nine leet. 
Provided, that in front of unimproved lots 
and on such lots where the bnildlcg sets back 
40 that no porch, steps or other portion of the 
building project* beyond the bulldinc line, 
the pavement may be six feet in width and 
laid next to the curb, exceptoa streetseighty 
feet in width where the pavement shall be 
laid as provided above

ther that in the built-up portion ot the Bor- 
ough, the Council may require the pave- 
ments in front of such lota to be laid tbe full 
width.
